When everybody ha' had his say about Pre­ 
mier K v’s thorny alternatives for the T S of 
bleeding patiently for a decade in South Viet 
Nam. or invading North Viet Nam and finish­ 
ing the war in a hurry, the truth of his view­ 
point will have become self-evident. 


What other choices could there be° 


Naturally, Premier Ky would prefer lo end 
the war in a hurry. 
Many Americans would prefer to end if in a 
burry, too 
But not all of them could he counted on to 
aland firm for the all-out war emergency that 
would have to be declared to do this 
Some would balk at price controls, rationing 


and a substantial increase in casualty lists. 
Some would develop acute war jitters over the 
prospect of bringing hundreds of thousands of 
Chinese into the conflict, as happened when 
Cen MacArthur tried lo end the Korean war 
rn a hurry bv invading North Korea 
Americans nervous about getting into another 
imbroglio like that one are veritable war hawk* 
until the price of all-out war begins to pinch. 
Then their tail feathers droop 
Premier Ky is automatically unpopular in the 
United States, because the view here is that he 
should be grateful for whatever favors come 
his way as the head of a tottering government 
and keep his adviee to himself 
Nevertheless, he is the chief of a govern­ 
ment supposedly being saved 
a government 
that supposedly 
asked for C S 
assistance to 
withstand 
a Communist assault. 
He 
ha« a 
right to his opinion 
And he would have lo be utterly unrealistic 


about his political and military problems not 
to realize that the Cnited States is in a wobbly 
position in Southeast Asia 
It cannot be counted on to go all-out in a 
full-scale war 
that 
would 
entail 
emergency 
wartime controls and longer casualty lists. And 
it cannot be counted on to sustain enough 
patience to wear down the opposition in a long 
struggle 
lf Premier Ky is restless about the outlook, 
he has a right lo be It s his country 
lf the 
Cnited States leaves it in the lurch it would 
be his neck 
He can t be blamed for wanting to save his 
neck

It's an open secret thai the labor unions fur­ 
nish big sums of money to help elect a majority 
of the members of the Senate and the House 
Plenty of time is given to hearings on questions 
of ethics involving inconsequential contribution* 
In political campaigns but no investigation is 
undertaken that tells the people the facts ei­ 
ther to confirm or deny the growing belief that 
congressional elections are regularly won now 
adays by thp financial contributions derived 
directly or indirectly from labor-union members 
The enactment of a 
law forbidding labor 
♦rusts or monopolies is long overdue 


TH E TH EO RY imbedded in existing anti-trust 
laws is that there shall he no price-fixing or 
cost-fixing by competing companies 
Not only 
is it forbidden for competitors to act in concert 
in deciding on their prices hut the anti-trust di 
vision of the Department of Justice has filed 
suits to block mergers even when as little as 
eight or ten per cern of the volume of business 
done bv grocery chains in a given area would 
he the total resulting from a consolidation of 
two or more companies 
Yet. bv means of indrustrvwide bargaining 
it's possible for one national labor union to fix 
♦ he wage costs of competitors within a whole in­ 
dustry. This means that weaker compania 
often must pay higher wages than they can af­ 
ford The larger companies soon find it possi 
hie to force some competitors out of business 
or al least to compel them, in effect, to accept 
a lower and lower margin of profit 
Rills have been proposed which would pro 
hi Int 
industrywide bargaining but 
the politi­ 
cal power and financial contributions from la 
bor are enough to prevent the passage of such 


legislation 


IF INDL STR YW ID E bargaining were banned 
bv law 
it would not be possible for a whole 
industry to be tied up bv a strike There are 
employers who prefer industrywide bargaining 
but thev would be far better off in the long 
run if unions were required to bargain sepa 
rately with each company 
In the case of the auto manufacturers while 
the bargaining isnt done on an industrywide 
basis, the union sees to it that all contracts 
expire on the same date This makes is possible 
to select one company for a crucial negotiation 
which naturally has a direct effeci on the con 
tracts with the o'her companies 
Wage costs, 
therefore eventually are fixed by the con'Pnsii* 
of employers and labor-union leaders This, of 
course, violates the spirit, if not the letter, of 
the anti-trust laws 
If the anti trust doctrines imposed on busi 
ne>s during the last half-century or more were 
adhered to 
it would not be permissible for 
labor unions to exercise control over the em 
ployes throughout an industry. Collusion be 
tween agents of employes of one company with 
agents of employes of another company in fix­ 
ing wage rates would he as unlawful as con 
certed 
action 
by 
employers' 
representative' 
in fixing prices 


W H EN EV ER IN D USTRYW ID E bargaining i* 
outlawed as a violation of the civil rights of the 
consumer, it would he logical also to prohibit 
the formation of any national unions 
When it is required by 
law- that only the 
recognized union or group of unions within each 
plant shall have the right to deal with the em 
plover, and when one union is forbidden to 
(onspue with any union in other plants, the 
concept on which the antimonopoly statutes of 
the country have been built would at last be 
fairly applied 
American businesses would then he ahle to
